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Hulless oats have been available 
commercially for many years. Two 
varieties developed in Canada in 
the early years were Liberty, 
which was distributed in 1914, and 
Laurel, distributed in 1922. Both 
of these varieties were susceptible 
to the rusts and smuts and, of the 
two, Laurel achieved the. greater 
popularity. Brighton, which was 
distributed in 1941, largely replac- 
ed these two varieties. This va- 
riety is. also susceptible to ‘the 
rusts, but is highly resistant: to 
smut. All three varieties were de- 
veloped at the Cereal Crops Divi- 
sion, Experimental Farms Service, 
Ottawa. Another variety, Torch, 
was distributed in 1952 by the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. It is re- 
sistant to smut and to all races of 
stem rust, except race 7A, but is 
completely susceptible to crown 
rust.

Hulless oats and their use 


It is superior to the other varieties 
in disease resistance ‘since it is re- 
sistant to all races of stem rust, 
to the majority of the prevalent 
crown rust races, and to smut. 

Hulless oats are used mainly as 
a feed for young pigs and poultry. 
Fibre or hull in the ration of young 
pigs is of little nutritional value, 
and in weanling pigs often acts as 
an irritant. On the other hand, 
fibre is an advantage in the later 
stages of finishing as it curtails 
exeessive fattening. For poultry, 
fibre also, has little nutritional val- 
ue. It forms an indigestible bulk 
which limits the intake of more di- 
gestible nutrients required for 
growth and egg production. 

There are a number of problems 
associated with growing hulless 
gats. Since they tend to heat in 
storage, they must be harvested 
when well ripened, and stored in 
a well ventilated place only when 
thoroughly dry. This is a limiting 
factor in their production. They 


purposes, _ because the kernels 
which lack a protective hull readily. 
collect dust at threshing time. Mil- 
lers prefer to dehull the commonly 
grown hulled oat as they provide 
a cleaner sample, which is essen- 
tial for their purpose. 
Another problem that confronts 
the grower of hulless oats ts that 
all varieties tend to produce some 
plants: with hulled kernels. This 
brings up the question of the need 
for establishing a tolerance of hul- 
less oats for hulled types when 
the crop is to be sold for seed. 
Other matters that may have to 
be dealt with are bushel weight 
and grade. If hulless oats become 
‘more widely grown, a separate 
standard for bushel weight as well 
as separate seed grain standards 
may have to be established.

How to play the infield

Success of researchers in deyel- 
Joping new and better varieties of 
cereal crops is emphatically point- 
ed up in the Manitoba Department 
of Agriculture's latest publication 
“Small Grains For Profit”. 

The 24-page booklet, being mail- 
ed to agricultural representatives 
for distribution, lists a total of 25 
varieties of cereal grains suitable 
for Manitoba conditions. The im- 
pressive feature is that over half 
(13) have been developed in the 
past five years, 

In fact, even while the booklet 
was being printed, two new types 
of barley—Swan and Traill—were 
licenced, too late for inclusion in 
the. publication. 

Hon, C. L. Shuttleworth, minis- 
ter of agriculture, said the booklet 
should encourage farmers to use 
the latest varieties to avoid rust 
epidemics. 

Besides dealing with recommend- 
ed seed varieties, the publication 
outlines proper cultural practices 
in preparing seed beds, crop se- 
quences, use of fertilizer, weed 
control through good cultural 
practices supplemented by herbi- 
cides, harvesting methods aimed 
at preventing peeling and crack- 
ing, disease control and grain 
storage. 

The booklet—a revision of a 1952 
publication was prepared by Prof. 
L. H. Shebeski, L. B. Siemens, Dr. 
George Friesen and Prof. H. M. 
Lapp, all of the University of 
Manitoba; Dr. R. F. Peterson of 
the federal cereal breeding labora- 

‘|tory, Dr. T. Johnson, federal plant 
pathologist and two officials of the 
Manitoba’ department of agricul- 
ture—P. H. Ford, ‘assistant direc- 
tor of soils and crops and H. A. 
Craig, director of the publications 
and weeds branch.
